The fish- 
ermen said their boat, the Lucky 
Dragon, was outside the. speci- 
fied 150-by-200-mile zone and 80 
miles fro the blast’s center. 

United States officials also 
were prompted to enlarge the 
danger, zone after determining 
that 28 American observers and 
more than 300 Marshall island- 
ers 100 miles away were af- 
fected. 


Japanese fishing boats even 
farther away from the blast than 
the Lucky Dragon returned 
home with catches of tuna which 
were found to be radioactive, 
although not dangerously so. 
Some of the Lucky Dragon catch 
had to be taken off the market.

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico, 
March 20 (AP)—Demetrio Cane- 
las, publisher of the shut-down 
newspaper Los Tiempos in Co- 
chabamba, Bolivia, said today 
there is no newspaper left in 
that country to publish “free in- 
formation.”

Army took the G plant 
in its push across the an- 
Polish border in World War II. 

Surrounded by elaborate safe- 
ty precautions, the workers at 
the arsenal turn out the deadly 
chemical in liquid form, packed 
in finished ‘munitions ready for 
Officials at the plant have 
stressed the safety precautions 


and there is no need for) 


Colorado residents to fear the 
gas. 
The gas cannot be seen, tasted 


or smelled. Its presence in an, 


attack could go undiscovered 
until its effect was felt. 


Production of the gas first 
was disclosed last night by the 
Rocky Mountain News, Denver 
morning newspaper; and fur- 
ther details came today from the 
Denver Post. 

“Potential military value of 
GB gas,” the Post said, “is 
greater, in some respects, than 
even the atomic: weapons. 

“Using it under the most fa- 
vorable wind, weather and satu- 
ration conditions, an invader can 
wipe out life im a city and 
take it over intact—its indus- 
tries, utilities, .transportation 
and power plants ready to be 
used again in a few hours, in- 
stead of being ruined and radio- 
active.”

“It has been our experience 
that the amateur program has 
been very well received by the 
students, the faculty and the 
public generally,” Shepley told 
the campus reporter.

At the same time, Shepley 
urged that Washington not take 
a “high and mighty attitude” 
toward universities and colleges 
which follow the so-called Lig 
time athletic program. 

“Our decision is not a re- | 
flection on the people who do it | 
the other way,” he said. “We 
simply feel that the simon-pure 
athletic program is best suited 
to our needs and purposes.” 

Although the university has 
evidenced sorce current financial 
problems, Shepley told the Stu- 
dent Life reporter that ue did 
not believe anything could be 
gained by curtailing the apfhietic 
program. 

“As long ag we keep our ath-

Those Affected Most. 


Here are some of the larger 
groups whose taxes might be 
cut the most, and the savings 
they might expect: , 

Retired persons over 65 — 
About 1,500,000 elderly persons 
are expected to save about $125,- 
000,000 a year. Their taxes 
would be cut by 20 per cent of 
their income from pensions, an- 
nuities, interest, rents: or divi- 
dends up to $1200 a year. That 
could save a single person $240,- 
a married couple $480 if both 
have income. On top of all other 
deductions, it probably would re- 
lieve most old folks of any tax 
bill at all. 


Stockholders—About 6,500,000 
persons are expected to save 
$240,000,000 the first year, $814.,- 
000,000 later, from a reduction 
in taxes on dividends. The first

year. Further, taxes could b2 
cut by 5 per cent of the remain- 
ing dividend income this year, 10 
per cent next year.

that is, for $10,000 in dividends, 
the saving would be roughly 
$1000, for $50,000 the saving

They bred by the milliqns, and 
almost annual Po delta floods 
spread them throughout the 
swamplands.

That, in summary, is the view of those responsible for United States for- 


eign policy at Caracas. 

Passage of the United States anti-Com- 
munist resolution, with Argentina and 
Mexico abstaining and Guatemala casting 
the lone vote against it, most certainly was 
a triumph not only of United States for- 
eign policy—we got what we wanted—but 
also for United States Secretary of -State 
John Foster Dulles, This is the opinion of 
non-political State Department foreign 
service officers at the conference, and it 
also is the firm opinion of United States 
Senator Theodore F. Green of Rhode 
Island, veteran Democratic member of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee who 
attended the conference as an observer. 


Like most diplomatic victories, however, 
the United States success at Caracas was 
purchased at a price. The smallest end 
of that price is the various economic con- 
cessions which have been or will be made 
by the United States. 


More serious is the fuzzy-tongued hang- 
over which the Caracas conference leaves 
in the mouths of some of our best Latin 
American democratic friends. 


It will be a long time before the sin- 
cere and angry disgust of Justino Jim- 
inez de Arechaga of Uruguay, as he 
fought in vain for inclusion of social and 
economic issues in the anti-Communist 
resolution, is forgotten. Equally unfor- 
gettable and even less palatable te demo- 
cratic Latin Americans was the prompt 
unction with which the United States 
resolution was seconded by the repre- 
sentative of the Dominican Republic. 


Uruguay is one of two really democratic 


‘nations in Latin America. We ran over 


Uruguay with our North American steam- 
roller. The other really democratic ‘coun- 
try, Costa Rica, refused to attend the con- 
ference: altogether, as a protest against 
the oppressive and undemocratic regime 
in the host country, Venezuela. The Domin- 
ican Republic, which supported the United 
States position wholeheartedly, is even 
more notoriously undemocratic and op- 
pressive than Venezuela, 


As one Latin American delegate put it: 
“Once more the United States has shown 
it prefers docile dictators to difficult demo- 
crats,” 

* * * 


THE CENTRAL FACT in the life of the 
Americas, as Latin Americans see it, is 
that most of the people south of the United 
States border are both poor and oppressed, 
while the people of the United States are 
rich and free. Furthermore, we have the 
power—economic power and armed forces 
~—and they do not. 


Communism as an abstract doctrine has 
little appeal, except among a few intel- 
lectuals of Latin America. Communism as 
a promise of a better life has considerable 
appeal. 


The way for the United States to fight 
Communism in Latin America, therefore, 
is to help the people there find a better 

, life—freedom and enough to eat and a 
decent opportunity to develop their 
highest aspirations as human beings— 
say the thinking Latin Americans. 


We seem to these Latin Americans to be 
bemused by McCarthyism, so that in our 
unwonted zeal to fight Communism we 
prefer anti-Communist words to social ae- 
tion that would strike at the root of unrest 
in Latin America. 


Sensing this feeling at Caracas, Brazil's 
foreign minister, Vincente Rao, leaped to 
his feet at the climax of the debate on the 
anti-Communist resolution, and suggested 
that the name “Declaration of Caracas” be 
withheld from that resolution and reserved 
for later action on social and economic is- 


sues. This was a clever move in behalf of 
the United States. It th to shift the 
focus to the point where most of the dele- 


gates thought it belonged, while still ac-

Canal Zone, thoroughly controlled by 
the United States. The United States’ 
Point 4 program for raising the stand- 
ard of living of the people of Latin 
America has been ‘a pitiful farce. Too 
often United States private investments 
in Latin Ameriea have resulted in the 
rich getting, richer and the poor getting 
poorer, in an area ‘where inequalities of 
wealth, position and opportunities are 
horribly unjust. Furthermore, to speak of 
democracy in Latin America is te repeat 
eant, with a mere handful of excep- 
tions—notably Uruguay and Costa Rica; 
even in Mexico illiteracy is too wide- 
spread for real democratic practices. 


Therefore, so runs the private thinking 
of Dulles’s advisers, to attach to a resolu- 
tion condemning Communism’ a: lot of 
pious words in favor of freedom, oppor- 
tunity, prosperity, etc., is to lay the whole 
of that resolution open to a Communist 
charge of palpable fraud. 


One illustration should suffice. A high 
emotional point of the Caracas conference 
occurred when Senora Cecilia de Remon, 
wife of Panama’s president, made her plea 
for inclusion of a declaration calling for 
the ending of discrimination practiced 
against her people in their own country. 
The declaration she wanted no doubt will 
be included in the high-sounding ‘“Decla- 
ration of Caracas,” covering other social 
and economic questions as well. 


But discrimination could. be ended in 
the Canal Zone tomorrow if the United 
States Government decided to end it. 
Senora Remon did not insist on it. She 
was content with playing for votes for her 
husband, back in Panama; the Remon Gov- 
ernment also must get along with the 
United States. A mere declaration, in the 
anti-Communist resolution, calling for the 
ending of racial and national discrimi- 
nation in the Canal Zone would be the 
most meaningless insincerity, and could 
only detract from the anti-Communist - 
force of that resolution. 


And the basic reason why race discrimi- 
nation exists in the Panama Canal Zone 
is that the Canal Zone reflects patterns 
which exist in the United States itself. 


* = * 


COMMUNISM, meanwhile, exists as a 
force in the world which the United States 
must reckon with. It is possible to take 
the view that Communism in Guatemala is 
the business exclusively of the people of 
Guatemala and the United States can only 
stand by and hope for the best.

afford, in the present global struggle with 
the power of Soviet Russia, to have a 
Soviet beach-head in Guatemala, or else- 
where in Latin America. The damage to 
our prestige among peoples all over the 


| world would be too great, it is felt. Such 


a beach-head might expand in time of 
peace, it is feared, and in time of war 
could be used as a Soviet base for cutting 
our absolutely vital lines of supply with 
Latin America. 


The resolution passed by the Caracas 
conference spoke of “international Com- 
munism,” a phrase chosen with care, be- 
cause the State Department is not pre- 
pared to prove by direct evidence that 
Guatemala is as yet a puppet state of 
Soviet Russia, in the sense that, say, 
Czechoslovakia is such a puppet state. 


There is a host of evidence that Com- 
munists, trained in Russia or Soviet satel- 
lites in Eastern Europe, hold enough real 
power in Guatemala so that they can turn 
that country into a full-blown Soviet satel- 
lite at some not-too-distant future date. A 
close study of the words spoken at the 
Caracas conference by Guatemala’s foreign 
minister, Guillermo Toriello, certainly 
leads to the conclusion that he spoke there 
as the voice of Moscow. Toriello is an 
appealing figure, a pleasant companion— 
and the docile instrument of his Com- 
munist advisers. 

If there had been any doubt about it, 
Pravda this week managed to clinch the 
issue by putting its stamp of approval on 
Torielio’s words and actions at the Cara- 
cas conference. Toriello, said an article 
in Pravda by one V. Borovsky, has ex- 
posed “United States imperialist policy,” 
as a result of which “American diplom- 
acy has suffered a serious defeat” in 
Caracas. 

* * . 


THE UNITED STATES has direct evi- 
dence that Guatemalan Communists have 
extensive plans for guerrilla warfare, the 
idea is to make those plans inoperative, 
if possible. 


How best to do this seems at this point 
to be one of the decisions that has not 
been made at the highest level in Wash- 
ington. The first step, however, was de- 
cided upon, and it was taken at Caracas. 

First, in a series of speeches, notably by 
Dulles, but also by representatives of 
Brazil, Colombia and other countries, some 
of the facts of life about expanding Rus- 
sian power, and the Communist methods 
used by that expanding power, 
brought home to the people of Latin Amer- 
ica. These words generally were reported 
in some detail in Latin American news- 
papers, and reported back to foreign offi- 
cers by ministers in attendance at the 
conference. 


Second, Guatemala was isolated, was 
made to stand alone before the Americas 
as somehow “different,” gven if all dele- 
gates were not immediately convinced that 
the difference could be explained only in 
Guatemala’s ties with Moscow. Toriello 
did, to some extent, put on the shoe of

Communism handed him by Dulles, and 
Pravda conveniently gave testimony this 
week that the shoe fit. 


Finally, the subject of the Rio pact, and 


.its possible application to Communism in 


Guatemala, was broached. This is a touchy 
subject in Latin America because the 
history of United States relations with 
Latin America, up to Franklin D. Roose- 
velt’s “good neighbor policy” was one of 
unilateral intervention, more frequently 
than most North Americans realize. The 
United States began by talking about 
“collective intervention,” and when that 
sounded too awful to Latin ears the term 
“collective action” was substituted. 


Under the Rio pact, a consultation of 
foreign ministers could decide to apply 
economic and political sanctions, by a two- 
thirds vote, and could recommend military 
sanctions against Guatemala. 

United States policymakers fervently 
hope such action will not be necessary. 
The maximum hope is that somehow, in 
some way, the people of Guatemala will 
decide to oust the present government 
of Guatemala and substitute for it a 
government which is not so deeply influ- 
enced by Communists. 


But if it does seem necessary to invoke 
the Rio pact, this action will not take the 
foreign offices or the people of Latin 
America by surprise, and thus will have 
a better chance of getting the necessary 
two-thirds support. 

. * . 


PLANS are under way, meanwhile, to 
tackle the fundamental, long-range prob- 
lems in Latin America. Specifically, plans 
are being formulated for helping Guate- 
mala solve some of its problems, of illiter- 
acy, disease, poverty, foreign exploitation 
and the maldistribution of wealth. To ex- 
tend to the present government of Guate- 
mala any considerable assistance, it is felt, 
would only be giving aid and comfort to 
the Communists behind that government, 
and ultimately to Soviet Russian aspira- 
tions in the Western Hemisphere. No way 
is seen, at present, for reaching the people 
of Guatemala with a program which the 
Communists could not exploit for their 
own purposes. 

And beyond Guatemala, what will the 
basic decisions be in Washington about 
foreign aid to Latin America, or lacking 
that, better terms of trade for Latin 
Americans? Will Point 4—which Republi- 
cans prefer to call technical assistance— 
remain a pious gesture? 


Finally, but of first importance, what 
will be the image that the United States 
presents to its neighbors te the South? 
Will it be one of McCarthyism, or, at 
best, an excessive preoccupation with the 
problem of Communism seen in naked 
power terms? Will it be one of race 
discrimination inside and outside the 
United States, or at best a kind of con- 
descension from superior heights? 

Or will the Good Neighbor policy be 
given, at last, real force and meaning in 

the Western Hemisphere?

“Mr. President,” he was asked by a 
reporter, “I would like to go back to the 
matter of Secretary Dulles and the doc- 
trine of ‘massive retaliation.’ Perhaps we 
are confused, because we have been led 
to believe that Secretary Dulles had enun- 
clated some new doctrine. Is it a new 
doctrine, sir?” 

The President replied that it certainly 
was not, no, 

Dulles had said in his address that 
before military planning could be changed, 
the President and the National Security 
Council had to take “some basic policy 
decisions.” 

“The basic decision,” he continued, “was 
to depend primarily upon a great capacity 
to retaliate, instantly, by means and places 
of our choosing.” 

“Local defenses,” Dulles also said, “must 
be reinforced by the further deterrent of 
massive retaliatory power. ... If our 
policy was to remain the traditional one 
of meeting aggression by direct and local 
opposition, then we needed to be ready to 
fight in the Arctic and in the Tropics; in 
Asia, the Near East and in Europe.” 


Dulles also recalled the warnings he 
had given the Reds that renewed aggres- 
sion in Korea or Chinese intervention in 
Indochina would have grave consequences 
which would “not necessarily be confined 
to Korea,” or which “might not be con- 
fined to Indochina.” 

* . . 


IF THESE STATEMENTS meant any- 
thing at all, it was that the United States 
would, as a strategy, retaliate “instantly” 
with atomic weapons—the only means of 
instant and massive retaliation—and, in the 
case of minor wars, against the power, 
Russia or China, supporting the aggression. 

Whatever Dulles intended to say, this 
was the interpretation given to his state- 
ment at home and abroad. 


Europeans were upset, holding that this 
official exposition by the Secretary of 
State, with its placing local defense in a 
strategic position secondary to massive 
retaliation, was & further indication of 
United States plans to.withdraw from 
Europe and to adopt the “peripheral 
strategy.” 

It was predicted at the time by observers 
in Washington that Dulles’s statement of 
the strategy of the “New Look” would 
‘cause him more difficulty than the famous 
speech of former Secretary of State Dean 
Acheson at the National Press Club in 
January, 1950, which placed Korea outside 
the zone that would be defended by the 
United States. 


Various spokesmen, particularly from 
the Defense Department, have been trying 
to amend the record since that time, 

Less than three weeks after Dulles’s 
pronouncement, Secretary of Defense 
Charles E, Wilson, at a press conference, 
said: “I personally wish we would quit 
rattling the atom bomb.” He said the new 
policy was to “use all kinds of new 
weapons” if war was forced upon us. 

Then, on Feb. 16, Admiral Robert B. 
Carney, Chief of Naval Operations and 
a member of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
in an address at the Naval War College, 
said that we could not trust our safety to 
any single rigid course of action. He de- 
clared that there might be little wars, 
general wars, localized wars, atomic wars 
and non-atomic wars.

THESE STATEMENTS seemed to have 
placed the “New Look” strategy in its 
proper perspective.

The confusion of tongues was too obvious 
to be allowed to rest. 

Adlai E, Stevenson, the 1952 Democratic 
presidential nominee, picked it up and 
pointed out that this was merely a return 
to the pre-1950 atomic strategy which made 
sense when we had a monopoly of atomic 
weapons and were not subject to atomic 
retaliation in turn. 

Stevenson added that if we were to use 
atomic bombs on China or Russia, “it 
would certainly mean World War III and 
counter-retaliation.” 

Vice President Richard M. Nixon, in a 
television address March 13, entered the 
arena and defined the strategy of the 
“New Look” even more radically than 
Dulles had, 

“Rather than let the Communists nibble 
us to death all over the world in little 
wars,” he said, “we would rely in the 
future primarily on our massive mobile 
retaliatory power which we could use in 
our discretion against the major source 
of aggression at times and places that 
we chose.” 

This statement was completely unequiv- 
ocal, It said exactly what everyone thought 
Dulles meant. We would use our retalia- 
tory power against the major source of 
aggression, which in the present situation 
in the world could only be against China 
and the Soviet Union, to stop the Commu- 
nists from nibbling us to death in little 
wars all over the world

TWO DAYS LATER Canadian Foreign 
Secretary Lester B. Pearson, in an address 
before the National Press Club, expressed 
some of the fears of our allies concerning 
the “New Look” strategy. He said that 
Canadian-American relations would be 
threatened if the United States reverts 4o 
a defense policy narrower than that of the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

The key words in Dulles’s Jan. 12 
statement, Pearson said, are “instantly,” 
“means” and “our.” If the United States 
acted instantly, would that mean without 
consultation with its allies? Our allies, 
especially in Europe, are subject to atomic 
retaliation. If the United States “means” 
used were atomic or hydrogen bombs, 
should not our allies be consulted? Does 
“our” mean the United States Government 
or does it mean the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization? 

Pearson called the strategy “entrenched 
continentalism.” He warned that “collec- 
tive action means collective consultation” 
and implied that without collective consul- 
tation NATO would fall apart. 

The next day, March 16, at his press 
conference, Dulles was questioned about 
these points and attempted to get off the 
hook. He said the essential thing was the 
CAPACITY to retaliate instantly. If we 
had had that capacity, he contended, there 
would have been no Pearl Harbor 

His example was unfortunate. We had

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How Do They Stand? 


There is one issue on which each of the nine 
Republicans who wants to succeed Paul H. Doug- 
las as Senator from Illinois certainly should de- 
clare himself in advance of the April 13 pri- 
mary. That issue is the Bricker amendment. 

Senator Douglas was one of the Democrats 
whose vote made it possible for the White House 
to escape serious defeat on the George version 
of the Bricker resolution to tie the executive's 
hands in conducting foreign relations. Since it 
was by just one vote that the President's posi- 
tion was upheld by the Senate, it can be said 
that Senator Douglas’s vote saved the day for 
Mr. Eisenhower. In any event, had Senator Doug- 
las voted against the President, the resolution 
would now be in the House for passage. 

‘Edward A, Hayes, former national commander 
of the American Legion, is on record for the 
Bricker amendment in his campaign for the Re- 
publican nomination for Senator. Doubtless sev- 
eral others are, and so are committed to oppose 
the President on this issue.

In terms of population, the city mariager plan 
is now serving 683,000 Missourians and 610,000 
Illinoisans.

Why has the city manager plan spread this 
way? The best answer is in the latest report 
of the Governmental Research Institute of St. 
Louis on how University City has fared since 
it adopted the system seven years ago. In dollars 
and cents, as well as in public services, the 
residents are better off. 

The city manager plan is no certain panacea. 
It can be distorted, as it was in Kansas City at 
one time. But given a chance, it works, as the 
record shows. For the professional city manager 
is going to advance upward from one city to 
another, larger and more important, only by 
one test: how well he serves each city in which 
he is the manager. 

Yes, it is a revolutionary movement—one that 
strikes at waste, inefficiency, duplicated effort, 
spoils, confusion, useless cost, corruption. Lord 
Bryce, in his “American Commonwealth,” called 
our municipal administration the one conspicu- 
ous failure in government in the United States. 
If he could see the transformations that have 
been achieved under the city manager plan he 
would need to rewrite that chapter today. 
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On the Credit Side 

It has become a political cliche of our times 
to say that the Communists have swallowed up 
500,000,000 people in a few short years. Usually 
the statement is made in a form which suggests 
that the ineptitude, stupidity or treasonable de- 
sign of somebody in this country “gave’’ half a 
billion people to the Communists. 

In the first of his Godkin lectures at Harvard, 
Adlai Stevenson did the interesting thing of cast- 
ing up the other side of the account. During the 
same period when the Communists were gaining 
the 470,000,000 people of China and North Ko- 
rea, he pointed out, new sovereignties have 
brought freedom and independence to 635,000,000 
other people in the world. 

This balancing of the accounts—actually an 
over-balance on the side of freedom—does not 
offer any real comfort for the loss of China and 
North Korea to the Communists. But it is worth 
recalling for the purpose of retaining a proper 
perspective. Also it may help to remind us that 
not all historical events are traceable to a single, 
black-and-white cause. 

To say that the wisdom, alertness and loyalty 
of American diplomacy had brought about the 
accession. of 635,000,000 people to democracy 
would obviously be distorting the truth. We 
know that the liberation of India, Pakistan, Indo- 
nesia and other lands grew out of many events 
and influences going back a long time, and that 
our own diplomacy during the very few years 
of this postwar period had little to do with the 
result. But if the United States cannot take sole 
credit for the gains of freedom, then perhaps it

$8,000,000 and makeshift offices in the 
old Cosmos Club. 

On’ Washington’s scale of values the 
NSF is about as piddling as a govern- 
ment agency can be—for all its great 
importance to the future of the nation. 


Considering the central role of science 
in modern life, the grudging and spartan 
support given to this agency, belatedly 
set up to see that basic science is ade- 
quately promoted in the United States, 
is not easy to understand. 


Despite the tremendoys contribu- 
tions of scientists to the winning of 
World War II, it took five years after 
the war to get through Congress an act 
establishing the Foundation. The act, 
as passed in 1950, put an unheard-of 
limit of $15,000,000 a year on the new 
agency’s activities. 


Though Congress passed a reasonably 
lucid law giving birth to the NSF, and 
some members have given it intelligent 
support, most Congressmen have had to 
be’/constantly reminded of its. purposes. 

The NSF Act declares the Founda- 
tion’s prime purpose to be “to develop 
and encourage the pursuit of a national 
policy for the promotion of basic re- 
search and education in the sciences.” 

In other words, the NSF is created 
to promote the increase of that pool 
of basic knowledge from which the 
whole United States technology must 
eventually draw sustenance. Any great 
new advances in industry, agriculture, 
medicine or even weaponry can come 
only from this source. 


Decline of Basic Science 


A paradox which people not engaged 
in basic science find even harder to 
grasp is that in this age of the appar- 
ent supremacy of science, fundamental 
scientific work in the United States is 
actually in a state of declining support. 


College incomes and endowments, 
once the major support of basic science, 
are down 40 cent from prewar 
days. Private foundation subsidies are 
drying up. 

Meanwhile the costs of basic research 


have risen sharply, not only in terms 


of equipment and manpower but also 
of the new necessity for team research.

heretofore unavailable data on United 
States research. 

Since 1940 federal expenditures for 
research of all s have increased 
20-fold: from $97,000,000 in 1940 to 
some $2,200,000,000 last year. Nearly 
all the increase went to applied re- 
search prompted by wartime needs. 

Ultimately what the Foundation can 
do to promote basic research will be 
limited not by money but by men. The 
total number of persons in the United 
States capable of doing important origi- 
nal research in science (men and wom- 
en with doctorates in science) today 
does not exceed some 35,000. 


Endangered by Economy 


Even if it had unlimited funds, the 
NSF could not use fruitfully more than 
about twice its present allowance of 
research funds in the next few years. 


But in part this is due to the fact that 
people who might be doing basic re- 
search have been drawn into applied 
research. NSF surveys show that of 
the $338,000,000 million in federal re- 
search funds going to universities and 
non-profit institutions in fiscal 1953, 
four out of every five dollars is for ap- 
plied research and development, includ- 
ing the building of laboratories,

2. They deplore the evils of 
the capitalist system but would 
not necessarily abolish it.

To this end they want 
to amend Japan’s ‘war-renounc- 
ing constitution. 

5. They want to restore the 
emperor’s authority and re-es- 
tablish him as the spiritual cen- 
ter of Japan’s political system. 

Conservative Trend in Japan. 

While the political trend in 
Japan is increasingly conserva- 
tive—a fact which should work 
to the advantage of the rightists 
—two major factors are against 
them, 

One is a shortage of fhoney. 
During their’ prewar heyday, 
ultra-nationalist leaders were 
supplied with funds by the mili- 
tary clique, which used politi- 
cal terrorism for its own ends. 
Today they have no such finan- 
cial “angel.” 

Another is the widespread dis- 
trust which many Japanese still 
hold for the rightists. Many 
problems, the Japanese have 
learned, are too complicated to 
be solved by simple violence. 
Apparently the rightist leaders 
themselves recognize this, for 
they concede that their old 
methods cost them public sup- 


port. 
Leftists Complaining. 

Japanese leftists, on the other 
hand, are complaining about.the 
United States Information Serv- 
ice (USIS), They say it is doing 
an effective propaganda job in 
Japan and they want a damper 
put on it. Voice of America 
broadcasts, channeled to Japa- 
nese radio stations by USIS, are 
heard by millions of listeners 
daily. 
The USIS press bulletin, with 
a key circulation of 2000, is dis- 
tributed five days a week’ to 
more than 500 newspapers, all 
the major news services, radio 
stations, student newspapers, la- 
bor union organs and prefectur- 
al governors.

A left-wing newspaper de- 
scribed USIS as a “sort of war- 
time Japanese Cabinet informa- 
tion bureau,” charged that. it 
was a vehicle for Prime Minister 
Yoshida’s “‘yes-man administra- 
tion.” 

The widespread use of USIS 
material is no doubt due very 
largely to the fact that it is 
free. USIS can and does supply 
at no cost everything from 
American political cartoons to 
symphony music. VOA radio 
programs are popular’ with 
Japanese listeners, free or not. 


‘|USIS made its biggest splash 


last year when it began supply- 
ing local commercial radio sta- 
tions with free programs. In 
radio circles this became known 
as the “VOA Whirlwind.” 


Because commercial radio 
was newly legalized and many 
new stations were having a hard 
time making financial ends meet, 
station managers jumped at the 
opportunity to get free pro- 
grams. Today 46 commercial 
stations, every commercial sta- 
tion in Japan, uses VOA pro- 
grams. So does Japan’s only na- 
tional network, the quasi-official 
Japan Broadcasting Co. 

“Topics from America,” a 15- 
minute news broadcast which re- 
cently devoted itself to a series 
of programs on.the peacetime 
use of atomic energy, was re- 
broadcast ever 86 network sta- 
tions. 

Leftist Critics Fail. 


Suspicious leftist critics have 
sought but failed to find a po- 
litical meaning in the musical 
programs. However, as one 
USIS official put it, “it’s there 
even if they don’t see it. We’re 
proving that America, although 
a young country, does have a 
culture, that we do have our 
own composers and artists.” 

One Japanese radio executive 
has refused to yse VOA pro- 
grams over his station because 
he considers them too ‘clever. 
By avoiding all political impli- 
cations in its entertainment pro- 
grams, he said, USIS is “mak- 
ing propaganda in reverse.” 

USIS operates from the 
United States Embassy here 
with a total authorized staff of 
55 Americans and 315 Japanese. 
This is a cut from a year ago of 
an authorized staff of 102 Amer- 
icans and 388 Japanese. 

At the head of the operation 
is Clinton H. Green, Providence, 
R.I., former New York Times 
correspondent, William E. 
Hutchinson, a former Honolulu 
newspaper man, heads the pub- 
lications section, while Edward 
J. Nickel, former New York 
Newspaper man, is chief of the 
press section. Victor L. Hauge 
of Madison, Minn., an authority 
on oriental art, is chief of the 
radio section.

P HERE on the frozen roof of the world, a new and vital 


is being completed.

Bodoe, the southernmost of 
the three, is 50 miles north of 
the Arctic Circle. Andenes lies 
140 miles north of Bodoe on the 
tip of Andoeya island.

Bodoe, with a 9000-foot run- 
way, is already operational al- 
though only $7,000,000 out of 
the $18,000,000 bill for its con- 
struction has been spent. 


The main 8000-foot runway at 
Bardufoss is finished and its 
hangars and taxiways should be 
ready this year. 


The main runway at Andoeya 
and basic taxiways will also be 
ready by the end of 1954.

These three jet bases are of 
top importance for all allied 
strategy in Europe, and the Rus- 
sians know it.

OP-RANKING officers of 
‘the Soviet armed forces in 
the years since the end of 
World War II show an amazing 
mortality. A compilation of of- 
ficial “death notices” was un- 
dertaken last summer by the 
Paris newspaper, Le Figaro. 
Now the list has been completed 
up to the end of 1953 by Ost- 
Probleme, a weekly publication 
of the press division of the Unit- 
ed States High Commissioner's 
office in Germany. 

The listing, by names, shows 
that 214 men of the rank of ma- 
jor-general, or equivalent rank 
in the Navy, and above, have 
died since Jan. 1, 1946. The 
number, in fact, should be at 
least 216, for the list has two 
notable omissions—Lavrenti P. 
Beria, executed last December, 
who held the rank of marshal, 
and Stalin, who died in March, 
1953, who was a marshal until 
he became a “generalissimo.” 
An earlier survey showed only 
“death notices” for officers of 
general rank in the six war 
years, 1939 to 1945. 

Of the 216, only eight In 
addition to Beria are known to 
have been executed. Three who 
were shot with Beria had the 
rank of colonel general in the 
special security forces, or MGB. 
Soviet practice gives officer 
standing to many who would be 
considered civilians in other 
armies, but this alone is insuf- 
ficient to explain the astounding 
total. Service designations are 
available only for a portion of 
the 216 names. Among these 
were 11 from the security 
forces, and six from other in- 
terior ministry troops which in- 
clude the border guards. Eleven 
were listed as “political offi- 
cers,” which does not mean 
necessarily that they were 
civilians. 

Of the total of 216, 45 had 
Navy rank. 

The average age of four 
marshals was only 56. Ages 
were given for 15 colonel gener- 
als; they averaged 57, but only 
because one of them lived to 
the age of 92. The average 
for the major generals was 53, 
and 10 of them were in their 40s. 


FIRST U.S. GUIDED 
MISSILE SQUADRON 
LANDS IN GERMANY 


BREMERHAVEN, Germany, 
March 20 (AP)—America’s first 
guided missile squadron assigned 
to strengthen Western defenses 
in Europe arrived aboard 
Army transport today. 

The squadron, composed of 
600 United States Air Force of- 
ficers and men, crowded the 
rails of the General Taylor as 
the ship moved down the Weser 
river into the harbor. 

The Air Force~ said earlier 
that the missiles, known as B-61 
Matador bombers, were not 
aboard the transport. 

The squadron was welcomed 
at the pier by Maj. Gen. Robert 
M. Lee; commanding officer of 
the Twelfth Air Force. It will 
be stationed at Bitburg, in the 
heart of the big defense build-up 
in Germany west of the Rhine 
river. 

The Matadors—pilotiess, ex- 
pendable and launched with the 
aid of rockets—are capable of 
carrying atomic warheads or the 
conventional explosive type.

That being so it is somewhat 
irrelevant to complain that the 
United States has not duplicat- 
ed typical European - institu- 
tions such as the smart salon 
where art and literature are dis- 
cussed knowingly or the perfec- 
tion of aristocratic manners. 
These and other amenities 
are possible in Europe—or 
were possible until recently— 
because it was considered 
right and proper that “the 
many are born to minister to 
the wants of the few.” In the 
European view this was jus- 
tified in that the “few” who 
were preserved were “‘super- 
ior.” But most Americans can- 
not ‘tolerate the hopeless 
drudgery for fourth-fifths of 
the population that such a 
way of life entails. 

In elevating the lot of the 
many have we made it impossi- 
ble for the superior individual 
to realize himself in ways ac- 
ceptable to himself? Does the 
emancipation of the mass, in 
which we are engaged, mean 
that an inescapable standard 
of mediocrity will be imposed. 
Evidently Mr. Barzun believes 
these questions have not yet 
been clearly answered. The 
special problem we have cre- 
ated for ourselves is precisely 
the problem of the “One and 
the Many.” 

“Our demand,” he says, “is 
for room to breathe among 
the liberated masses: Clearly, 
it is our capacity to see our- 
selves both as ones and as 
groups that will test our po- 
litical genius — E Pluribus 
Unum in a very special sense.” 

x * * 

EANWHILE Mr. Barzun 
M has noted an immense 

diversity in the United 
States — in topography, cli- 
mate, local behavior, fads, 
fancies, herdisms. The reality 
of America is manifold. 
America is many things, but 
as a whole it is primarily not 
a nation but a people whose 
special quality is, in Scott 
Fitzgerald's phrase, a “will- 
ingness of the heart.” 

At the start of his book Mr. 
Barzun writes as one who has 
not merely accommodated him- 
self to the land of his adop- 
tion but has done so willingly 
and with his eyes open, But 
to make it plain what we are 
up against in holding the dou- 
ble vision of the “One and 
the Many” and trying to make 
each a workable reality he 
inquires searchingly and vol- 
uminously into the defects of 
our qualities.

UR acknowledged gift for 
(porcantzaticn which is ap- 

plied to many fields is 
used most conspicuously in- 
trade and industry. It is a 
stupid view, he thinks, which 
decries American efficiency as 
“barbarous” and “materialis- 
tic.” More often than not the 
dedicated business man wor- 
ships an abstraction—serving 
the customer, circulating goods, 
getting things done—rather 
than material things. Yet the 
companion devices of trade 
such as advertising, public re- 
lations, sloganeering, expertiz- 
ing, etc.—often lead to ridicu- 
lous, irritating and perhaps 
dangerous consequences for all. 
The experts who think of cus- 
tomers as units of inert matter, 
who compute human wants sta- 
tistically, are people who evi- 
dently would over-organize 
every phase of life including 
recreation. 

To some extent we respond 
but in any case our nerve ends 
are mercilessly battered. Our 
mass entertainment substitutes 
techniques and gimmicks for 
human personality. Moreover, 
as we Owe our abundance to 
machine ptoduction, we are 
to a certain extent forced to 
keep up the pace set by the 


machine,

F eu so “our society ful- 


fills more and more pur- 

poses, recognizes the de- 
sires of more and more dif- 
ferent kinds of human beings. 
It gives me music; others cy- 
clotrons, and still others camp- 
ing sites or football games. It 
all half a thousand dif- 
ferent churches, a vast variety 
of schools, a profusion of 
styles in art, clothes, and 
modes of life, putting each 
material and spiritual oppor- 
tunity at the absolute dispos- 
al of the citizen and even 
urging him to multiply his 
interests.

T is nauseating to contem- 
| st the cold fact that 

Americans, who can pour 
out blood and money to ef- 
fectively combat Nazism, Fasc- 
ism and Communism, cannot 
or will not do anything to 
eradicate the Mafia-controlled 
crime syndicate which is as 
great a threat to this nation as 
any of these “isms.” 

Alson J, Smith asks some 
mighty embarrassing questions 
in his timely, hard-hitting 
story about the Chicago crime 
cartel and the murderous, 
treacherous Grand'Council of 
the Mafia which runs it. 

The question for America, 
writes Smith, is. “how did an 
illegal Sicilian extortion and 
terrorist ring gain such power 
in this country that it is able 
to murder with impunity, con- 
trol great cities, nominate 
candidates for public office 
as high as the governorship 
and even interfere with de- 
cisions of the United States 
Supreme Court?” 

And why is it, he asks 
further, “that the edicts of 
this criminal camorra are 
taken far more seriously than 
the Constitution of the United 
States or the laws of individ- 
ual states and cities?” 

The questions are rhetorical 
because Smith gives the an- 
swers. It is that apathetic and 
selfish citizens, who believe 
somewhat vaguely in the Ten 
Commandments and the Gold- 
en Rule, live in a dream world 
of self-satisfaction which does 
not acknowledge the existence 
of such devils as professional 
killers, panderers and crime 
syndicates.

MERICANS should be 
A seco concerned about 

Smith's conclusions re- 
garding inroads on their econ- 
omy made by the Mafia, an or- 
ganization described by the 
Kefauver Committee as “the 
cohesive element holding to- 
gether the crime syndicate 
which earns twenty billion 
dollars annually in the United 
States alone.” 

“The income from its illegi- 
timate activities is so huge that 
the Syndicate has used a sub- 
stantial part of it to infiltrate 
legitimate business,” writes 
Smith. “This serves two pur- 
poses—it gives the Mafiusi

open, legal income for tax 
purposes. By paying taxes on 
legitimate income hoodlums 
are often able to avoid paying 
taxes on illegitimate income. 
“This dirty money, flowing 
into the main stream of com- 
merce, not only pollutes the 
clean money it touches, but 
roils the whole stream so that 
it is impossible to tell which 
money, or which business, is 
clean and which is dirty, 
which individual or activity is 
upperworld and which is un- 
derworld. It acts as a syn- 
thesizing agent, merging crimi- 
nal and legal activity so that 
not only legal but-moral dis- 
tinctions are blurred. 


“And most important of all, 
it constructs an upperworld 
structure on an underworld 
base and gives the criminal 
empire international political 
and economic stature. It is not 
at all inconceivable that if the 
progress continues the day 
may come when the interna- 
tional Mafia will be in com- 
plete control of the economy 
of the free world. This would 
be an event fully as cata- 
strophic as the collapes of that 
economy before the onslaught 
of Communism.”

he once was a social worker 
in the infamous “Bloody 
Twentieth” ward, also provides 
the reader with organized 
crime’s chain-of-command, be- 
ginning with the chief in 
Palermo, Sicily. America is 
linked to the chief by the 
Grand Council of the Mafia, 
presided over by such unde- 
sirables as Frank Costello, 
Vito Genovese, Joe Adonis 
and Tony (The Enforcer) Ac- 
cardo.

The walk led to a telephone 
where the patient called her home in a small nearby 
town, It developed that her worries were chiefly con- 
cerned with the welfare of her seeing-eye dog, her 
constant companion.

Robert H. Adler, vice presi- 
dent of a garden equipment 
manufacturing company (Acme- 
line of Traverse City, Mich.), 
after 4 survey has come up with 
nine rules to cut down on gar- 
dening mishaps. Here they are: 

1. Never leave unused tools 
m bre in the garden. This is the

3. Don’t be ladder lazy. If you 
can’t reach a branch, move the 
ladder ... and don't stretch. 

4. When~climbing the ladder,

Magnificent Spot 
West of the Pecos 


By Leonard Hall 


VERYONE who travels across this great country has 
are places which are, because of pleasant associa- 
tions and the magnificence of their scenery, filed in- 
pureed in memory. In our own experience I think of the 
sie ' : majestic Tetons rising 
above the floor of Jack- 
son's Hole, of Current riv- 
er valley, when the dog- 
wood blooms, of the bar- 
ren and lonely Anza des- 
ert west of the Salton sea. 
And there is the turquoise 
blue of Florida bay which 
lies shallow between the 
Keys and Everglades—and 
the shoreline of Monterey 
bay at Point Lobos near 
Carmel-by-the-Sea. Now to 
our list must be added an- 
other and almost unknowh 
place of surpassing inter- 
est and beauty—the Chisos 
mountains and their sur- 
rounding desert in Texas's 
«<3 Big Bend National Park. 
' When we left the Austin- 
San Antonio area last week and pointed the nose of the 
Clipper west for Del Rio and the Big Bend country, it was 
plain at once that we were entering a land of diminishing 
rainfall. Except for small irrigated valleys, semi-arid range 
took the place of cultivated fields and the herds of cattle 
were partially replaced by sheep and goats. We drove 
through “Cactus Jack” Garner’s home town of Uvalde, which 
ships 2,000,000 pounds of fine honey annually, then on to 
Del Rio in time for a short visit to Ciudad Acuna across 
the border in Old Mexico. It was Sunday afternoon and the 
town was. crowded, while in the small plaza the young 
people strolled round and round. But Acuna is a typical 
border town where the shops seem obviously laid out as 
“tourist bait,” so that we were back on the north side of the 
Rio Grande before dark.

Westward from Del Rio the country grows steadily 
more arid. Next day at noon we stopped for picnic 
lunch at a picturesque spot high above the Pecos river. 
And soon afterward we were in Langtry, where Judge 
Roy Bean used to place his six-gun on the bar of his 
| ; emporium and announce without further ado: “Gentle- 

men, court is now in session.” Outside the weather- 
beaten small building which housed his saloon and one- 
table billiard parlor hangs the famous sign: “Judge Roy 
Bean—Law West of the Pecos.” And on the old man’s 
death certificate, under the heading “occupation” ap- 
pears this same simple but all-embracing epitaph.

: @ iT WAS MID-AFTERNOON when we reached Mara- 
” thon, turn-off point for the Big Bend, and we stopped to 


crowd the last possible gallon of gas into our tank, for a 
sign said “No Gas Stations Next 110 Miles.” We also vis- 
ited French’s Ranch Store to lay in a few supplies, in case 
we wanted to camp in the park for a night or two, Over on 
one eounter I noticed some handsome 10-gallon hats—one 
piece of equipment which wasn’t included in our luggage. 
I tried one on, found that it fitted, bought it and asked 
casually, “Where are these hats made?” “Oh, we order all 
our western hats out of St. Louis,” said Mrs. Clark. “The 
boys around here seem to like them.” 
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The road south out of Marathon plunged at once 
inte the desert. After 50 miles along this lonely high-

F you should see a man with 
iF saintly air driving like the 
devil some Sunday morning 
between downtown and Taylor 


avenue, you will have seen the 


Rev. Dr. James W. Clarke in 
what to him is a. normal speed 
of operation.“ . * 

He willbe on his way from 
station’ KSD-TV, at Twelfth and 
Olive streets, where he has just 
finished his Sunday . morning 
simulcast, “The Protestant 
Hour,” on both radio and tele- 
vision, to the Second Presby- 
terian church at Westminster 
place and Taylor avenue where 
he will occupy his regular place 
in the pulpit. 


His half-hour simulcast, which 


is under the auspices of the 
Metropolitan Church Federation, . 


ends at 9:30 a.m., and Sunday 
School at the church begins at 
9:45. But he’s always there. “In 
fact,” he says proudly, “since 
there is little traffic on Sunday 
morning, “I’ve gotten so I can 
make it from the studio to the 
church in 10 minutes flat.” 


Dr. Clarke was conditioned 


_ for a busy Sunday schedule early 


in life. As a student missionary 
he was sent to North Manitoba, 
where his territory took in five 
lumber camps, all miles apart. 
He rode 34 miles on horseback 
every Sunday and preached five 


sermons. 

“One thing that made it 
easier,” he explains, “is that I 
preached the same sermon five 
times. As a matter of fact on 
the fifth time all I had to do 
was set my jaws going and the 
sermon just came out.” 

Dr. Clarke, who is now in his 
tenth year in St. Louis, his ninth 
on KSD and his fourth on KSD- 
TV, has the largest listening and 
viewing audience of any pastor 
in these parts. His influence 
extends far beyond the , boun- 
daries of St. Louis county on 
the west and well into Tilinois 
on the east, as his mail testifies. 
His listeners are estimated in 
the tens of thousands. When he 
goes to small towns outside the 
television area to make talks, 
radio-listening farmers and their 
families gather from miles 
around. They’ve been hearing 
“the voice,” they explain, Now 
they want to see “the face.” 

. * * 

R. CLARKE has been broad- 
D casting sermons since the 

early days of radio. When 
a lot of ministers shunned the 
then new medium on the theory 
that people would loll in the liv- 
ing room and listen instead of 
coming to church, Dr. Clarke 
took the opposite point of view: 
that it would increase church at- 
tendance, That-he was right has 
been borne out time.and again. 
He cites examples to prove it. 

There was the case of the man 
who, as *e later told Dr. Clarke, 
had hoe in hand one Sunday 
morning to go work in the gar- 
den. He happened to look in at 
the TV set just. as Dr. Clarke 
pointed an accusing finger at his 
viewers and said, “A lot of you 
are going out to work in the yard 
this morning. Don't do it. Go 
to church instead? The man 
and his wife both laughed. He 
put down the hoe, changed his 
clothes and they went to church. 
They got started going regularly 
and now the man is a church 
trustee. 

Dr. Clarke’s influence is re- 
flected not only in his mail, 
which comes from a wide terri- 
tory around St, Louis, but from 
the number of personal visits he 
receives. His study is like a 
doctor’s office most days, with 
people waiting for counsel, many 
of whom say they came because 
they heard him on the radio or 
saw him on television. 

They even get him out of bed 
at night. Not long ago a man 
telephoned at 2 a.m. and said he 
had decided to go down to the 
river and commit suicide. But 
he had heard Dr. Clarke on tele- 
vision that morning, and he 
would like to talk to him first. 
He came out to the and 
they talked. The man’s e and 
daughter had been killed by a 
hit-and-run driver a year before. 
Since then his son had died.

life in a shambles; he had tried 
to forget his grief and despair 
in aleohol and now he was ready 
to give up. Dr. Clarke talked 
him out of suicide that night, 
and in further talks, helped him 
regain his mental and spiritual 
balance. 

Dr. Clarke can cite case his- 
tories by the dozen to Illustrate 
how radio and television ser- 
mons have brought people back 
to God. “In fact,” he says, “it 
is now the uniform testimony of 
ministers everywhere that broad- 
casts have given church going 
the greatest stimulus of anything 
to come along in many years.”

ODAY’ bbath in general 
is a Nh Bc from the Sabbath 
of his youth, Dr. Clarke says. 
His family was upper middle 
class in Glasgow; Scotland, where 
he was born in 1891. For some 
reason, he says, people seem to 
have the idea he rose from a 
background of extreme hardship. 
a matter of fact his father 
Was a well-to-do merchant, and 
Dr. Clarke’s only hardship in 
childhood, he says, was surviv- 
ing the sort of Sabbath they ob- 
served. 


‘‘My parents had a strong Cal- 
vinistic streak,” he recalls, “and 
Sunday was no day of joy in our 
family. The Sabbath really start- 
ed on Saturday night when all 
seven of us children took turns 
being scrubbed in a tin tub. 
There were no hot meals for 
the Clarke family on Sunday, 
because cooking or any other 
form of work was frowned upon. 
Neither was there any play. 


“The family sat in a cold par- 
lor on horsehair chairs and 
sofas and read Pilgrim’s Prog- 
ress and Fox’s Book of Martyrs. 
The piano was locked up. There 
wasn't even any whistling on 
the Lord’s Day. But,” he admits 
with a grin, “we did alleviate 
the severity somewhat by hiding 
detective stories in the uphol- 
stery of the. parlor furniture on 
Saturday night.” 


How does he feel about the 
relaxation of Sabbath rules in 
recent years? 


“We have swung to the other 
extreme,” he said. “The secular- 
ization of Sunday has caused the 
loss of many important values 
in America. We see the results 
in such things as the heavy di- 
vorce rate and the breaking up 
of the home; Those old Sundays 
were severe, but they put a lot 
of iron in your blood. 


“T have hated to see the pass- 
ing of the family pew. Our farp- 
ily filled a pew every Sunday. 
The preacher was the driest 
man in Seotland, He could go 
down deeper, stay under longer 
and come up drier’ than any 
man who ever graced the pul- 
pit. But then, people didn’t go 
to church to be entertained. 
They went to worship.” 

Dr. Clarke decided to enter 
the ministry when he was 17 
years old. He studied at Glas- 
gow bbe ys io 1910 the 
Presbyterian church in Canada 
sent a reaveabasaive to Scotland 
to select 12 young men for the

Western Canadian mission field. 
He was one of them. His first 
assignment, at the age of 19, 
was in Northern Manitoba where 
he preached to incoming set- 
tlers and lumberjacks. 


When the teen-age student 
missionary presented himself at 
the first lumber camp, a burly 
foreman looked him up and 
down and snorted, “So you want 
to preach to us, do you, boy?” 
He led the way to the bunk- 
house and kicked open the door, 
Inside were some 60 lumbermen 
in chewing tobacco, 
warming themselves around a 
big stove, and otherwise whiling 
away their time. The foreman 
picked up a huge log and stood 
it on end to serve as a pulpit. 
Then he roared for attention. 


“Here’s a young feller come 
to tell you men something about 
your eternal souls,” he boomed. 
Then he turned to the young 
missionary and in an aside said: 
“Boy, give ‘em hell.” 

And that, says Dr. Clarke, is 
what he did. Those were the 
days when he rode from camp 
to camp, delivering five sermons 
every Sunday. His salary was 
$7 a week, out of which he had 
to buy an Indian pony. He did 
so well with the lumberjacks 
that in 1913 he Was sent to work 
among the men who were dou- 
bling the tracks of the Canadian 
Pacific railroad. 

He slept in boxcars with them 
and pumped a over the 
47 miles of track in tempera- 
tures that often reached 60 de- 
grees below zero. 

“I believe in that type of ap- 
prenticeship,” he says today. 
“Too many young men are com- 
ing right out of seminaries _ 
comfortable jobs. They are 
ing a chance for valuable ex- 
perience.”

LTHOUGH he weighs 175 
A pounds today, he is still quite 
active, and his fighting spirit 
remains undimmed, as a holdup 
man had occasion to learn. one 
night three years ago. The man 


was lurking in Dr. Clarke's ga- 


rage when he came home late 
one night. The man ran and the 
minister took out in pursuit. 
The thug, seeing himself pur- 
sued by a man past middle age 
in clerical garb and unarmed, 
decided to stand his ground. He 
pointed. a gun at Dr, Clarke and 
ordered him to put up his 


hands. Instead the minister took: 


a cot at the man with.a flash- 
light and almost succeedéd in 
clipping him. The man changed 
his mind and got out of there. 

“Even if he had succeeded in 
robbing me, he would have 
been sorely disappointed®’ Dr. 
Clarke reflected. “Preachers 
are not likely to have much 
money on them.” 

After the war he completed 
his education at McGill Univer- 
sity and Presbyterian College in 


Montreal. One of his first pas- 


after getting out of 
was a working-class 
church in Rosemont, Montreal 
which was having financial dif- 
ficulties. He refinanced and re- 
organized the church and got it 
on its feet. Then he was called 
to one of the largest congrega- 
tions in the city: During his four 
years there the membership dou- 
bled and a new church was built.

WICHITA, Kan., March 20. 


UR plane was streaking 
0 through the sky-at just un- 

der 10 miles a minute when 
the descent began from 29,000 
feet and I heard a voice snap 
over the intercom: 


“Down, down, get your nose 
down!” 


Through tiny ,.glass windows 
near my feet I could see we 
were heading steeply for clouds 
far below. 


“Down, way down, twice as 
much, shove it down!” snapped 
the voice. 


With each word we plunged 
more steeply downward. Now 
we were headed for earth at a 
50-degree angle, dropping more 
than 6000 feet a minute, 


“Another 5000 feet,” said the 
voice. And then: “Nail it!” 


But I could tell we weren't 
nailing it because the ground 
kept rushing up at me and soon 
the voice, now sharp as a nail, 
said: 

“OK, I’ll take the airplane!” 

I was sitting in the nose of 


the world’s fastest operational 
bomber, the swept-wing six-jet 
Boeing B-47 Stratojet, a revolu- 
tionary aircraft which has be- 
come the Air Force’s workhorse 
for the delivery of atomic 
bombs. The voice on the inter- 
com belonged to an instructor at 
Wichita Air Force Base and I 
was listening in on the educa- 
tion of a “four-headed monster,” 
Capt. Harry A. Hayes Jr., the 
pilot of my plane. 

There is nothing monstrous 
about the lean, monosyllabic 
captain, but on the rare occas- 
sion when he gets home his 
children bring in their playmates 
so they can all gape at a four- 
headed daddy. The description 
fits the captain because he is a 


prototype of a new species; the - 


atomic warrior. 


Never before have machines 
made such demands on men. 
Capt. Hayes is a pilot-navigator- 
bombardier-radar operator and 
can do all four jobs interchange- 
ably under somewhat trying con- 
ditions, 
more than 40,000 feet and speeds 
exceeding 600 mph. After 
watching him work I wouldn't 
care for the job if the Air Force 
equipped me with eight heads. 

When Capt. Hayes is through 
with flight training. at Wichita, 
he will go to bomb commander 
school to learn such tricks as 
loading, unloading, fusing and 
de-fusing A-bombs. Later this 
spring he will move to Sedalia, 
Mo., where the Strategic Air 
Command is readying a jumping- 
off base for global bombing mis- 
sions. He will be a B-47 com- 
mander, the most versatile and 
most highly trained fighter in 
the history of warfare, and his 
education will have cost the tax- 
payers $70,000.

Wichita’s B-47 students often 
use the first couple of hours of 
their four-hour training flights 
to hop to Omaha, on to St. Louis 
and back to Wichita before prac- 
ticing their navigational lessons 
near home. But Capt. Hayes 
had only instrument work to do 
and so, in just a few minutes, 
we flew to Topeka, 175 miles 
ffom our take-off point, to try 
the landing approaches. 


* * * 


HE cruising was so calm 
T that I closed my eyes and 

got no sensation of move- 
ment whatever. The panel 
marked “bomb release control” 
gave me only a brief ghostly 
feeling, but I was fascinated 
with the clock-like device whose 
dial flashed on and off in pre- 
cise tune with my breathing, 
indicating that 1 was getting 
oxygen. I also spent consider- 
able time trying to keep my 
gadget-encased feet awake. To 
summon them to a _ position 
where I could wiggle them re- 
quired an elaborate maneuver. 
It also meant getting them fer 
away from the floor button 
which I had to push to talk over 
the intercom which was plugged 
into my helmet. 


I thought about the flight sur- 
geon who checked my lungs, 
heart and blood pressure before 
the flight and said there was 
“nothing stressful” about flying 
in a B-47 .. . about the dimly 
remembered lecture I got on 
what to do in case of crash land- 
ing, bail-out, smoke in the cabin, 
explosive decompression and sev- 
eral dozen other contingencies 
too intricate even to compre- 
hend ... about the circumstance 
that nobody has ever bailed out 
of a B-47. And, as I listened to 
the language of numbers and let- 
ters passing between Capt. Hayes 
and his instructor, I thought of 
the incredible race I was wit- 
nessing between the speed of 
the plane and the speed of the 
captain's brain. 

Not that the captain was a 
novice or a poor student or that 
his unspectacular showing on our 
three approaches was anything 
extraordinary. Now 34, Capt. 
Hayes has been flying since he 
became a World War Il air cadet 
at 21. He flew 37 bombing mis- 
sions in the Pacific, was shot up 
over Tokyo, and once made an 
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47 weighs 185,000 pounds. Fuel 
accounts for 84,000 pounds alone. 
The plane drinks as much fuel to 
start, taxi and take off as a jet 
trainer requires for a three-hour 
mission. 

This means that there is virtu- 
ally no room for men aboard. 
The B-29 carries a crew of 11. 
On the B-47, infinitely more in- 
volved equipment is operated at 
vastly greater speeds and alti- 
tudes by a crew of three. In case 
of trouble with an engine or elec- 
tronic gear, a pilot can no longer 
call his engineer. He's his own 
engineer and his own radio op- 
erator and gunner, too. 


* . . 
HE observer, who does the 
navigating and bombing on a 
B-47, works his non-stop 
computations in the nose. Pilot 
and co-pilot—they’re called air- 
craft commander and pilot now 
—sit under a transparent canopy 
so high up in the fuselage that if 
they drop a map it means a five- 
minyte and possibly dangerous 
trip to retrieve it. They sit tan- 
dem style. This means that each

Saving and loan associations, which flourish all across the United States and 
in Alaska, Hawaii and Puerto Rico (with slight variations in name) exist for 
the sole purpose of gathering up money and making it available in the com-

y're munities, in which they operate for the building, buying, maintenance and . 
ALL reconditioning of homes.

Ad: The te constitute an important link in the nation’s long chain of 


financial organizations—commercial banks, mufual savings banks, co-operative 
banks, postal savings system, credit unions, personal Joan companies, commer- 
cial credit houses, investment brokers, life insurance companies, federal savings 
bond system—whose commodities are cash and credit to underwrite American 
Government and the American Way of Life. 


With few exceptions all the associations are “mutuals”; that is to. say, all the 
customers are members of the firm, whether investors or borrowers. 


The first such organization was formed in 1831 at Frankfort, Pa., with the 
original group of members the only ones ever allowed to join. When all had 
achieved the goals they'd set up, the organization was disbanded. The next 
step in such organizations was to establish a continuity of existence by adding 
new members in serialized groups, But the major development of the early 
days came when a distinction was set up between investing members and bor- 
rowing members through which the system was developed of lending to persons 
whe hadn’t invested in the organization, and those who had invested no longer 
were forced to horrow, if they didn’t have reason to. , 


The associations really “came of age” nationwide, however, when the Federal 
Home Loan Bank system was established by act of congress in the spring of 
1932 to function for the associations as the Federal. Reserye System functions 
for the commercial banks. To this was added, in 1934, the Federal Savings and

problems. After discussing the 
idea with other managers in the 
St. Louis area, the group was 
organized and elected its first of- 
ficers in December, 1948. 

Kamp was elected president 
at that time, and B. Kramer of 
the Economy Federal ober 
and Loan Association was elected 
vice president. Miss Linda 
Bohnenstiehl of the Roosevelt 
Federal Savings and Loan Asso- 
ciation was elected secretary- 
treasurer of the group. From 
the small beginning of 16 char- 
ter members, the organization 
has developed through the last 
five and one-half years until 
today it has 27 members who 
meet regularly at a dinner meet- 
ing each month. 

Organizes National, Too. 

Kamp having been instru- 
mental in starting the local 
group, saw the need for a na- 
tional organization to join the 
groups that would be meeting in 
the various cities. Thus, in con- 
junction with a small group 
representing other cities, a pre- 
liminary organization meeting 
was held in Boston at the time 
of the Annual Conference of the 
American Savings and Loan In- 
stitute early in 1949. 

The group was organized at 
this meeting and Kamp was 
elected to serve as first. vice 
president, along with William 
Giraldin from Los Angeles who 
served as president, and William 
Rippard of Washington, D.C., 
who served as second vice presi- 
dent. During the year 1949 
much was done to complete the 
organizational work of the 
group, and by time the next an- 
nual meeting was held in Chi- 
cago in February 1950, there 
were six active chapters in the 
local areas. At that meeting, 
Kamp was elected president and 
held that position until the 
group met again in 1951 at Cin- 
cinnati. By that time it had a 
total of 16 local] chapters, and 
the membership was continuing 
to grow.

Mortgages Aid 


Home owners of St. Louis 
have the opportunity to get ad- 
ditional funds for home modern- 
ization through the open-end 
mortgage.

Blazing Issues to Make Congress

Parties So Evenly Divided in Both Houses 


That Nearly Every 


Race in November 


Will Be a Key Contest.

WASHINGTON, March 20 
(AP)—With the first primary 
still 24 days away, the 1954 cam- 
paign already look like the rug- 
gedest off-year election contest 
in a long time. 

The voters next November will 
select 34 Governors, 35 Senators 
and 435 House members, besides 
filling many other state and 
local offices. 

A survey by Associated Press 
political writers around the 
country points to some rough 
and interesting scraps coming up 
both in primaries and in the gen- 
eral election later on. 

Just by way of a sampling: 

_ here’s the June 21 primary 
fn. Maine. Senator Margaret 
Chase Smith, who once sub- 
mitted to the Senate, a “declara- 
tion of conscience” aimed at 
Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, will be trying again for 
thé Republican nomination. Bat- 
tling her for it is Robert L. 
Jones, a McCarthy friend. 
Battle of ires. 

Down in Oklaloma, a pair of 
oil: millionaires are locking horns 
for the Democratic nomination 
fot:the Senate.. Robert S. Kerr 
has the job now and former Gov. 

y Turner wants it. One po- 
cracked that the flow of 
greenbacks “may be as good for 
Oklahoma as a big cotton crop.” 

Over in Kentucky, it looks as 
if former Vice President Alben 
W:; . Barkley will be trying to 
come back to the Senate at 76. 
Senator John Sherman Cooper, 
a Republican who has proved he 
could pull more Kentucky votes 
than President Eisenhower, will 
be Barkley’s opposition. 

There is the prospect of a 
spectacular fight for Governor 
in ‘New York, possibly pitting the 


resentative Franklin D. Roose- 
velt Jr., whose father whipped 
Dewey for the presidency 10 
years ago. > 

Of the 34 states electing Gov- 
ernors this fall, 23 now have 
Republicans and 11 have Demo- 
crats in the Statehouse. 


Congress Is Big Stake. 


Control of Congress, though, 
is the big stake in November. 

President Eisenhower is push- 
ing a congressional program by 
which he believes history will 
judge his administration. Yet his 
own party has only the shakiest 
margin of control in Congress. 


In the House, it’s 219 Repub- 
licans tar215 Democrats and one 
Independent. In the Senate, the 
lineup is 48 Democrats, 47 Re- 
publicans and one Independent. 
All House seats will be filled 
in the election. Of the 35 Sen- 
ate seats at issue, 22 are held 
by Democrats, 10 of them from 
the South, and 13 by Republi- 
cans. 


Naturally the G.O.P. would 
like to have a more’ comfortable 
. working margin. It has to count 
now on some Democratic votes 
to get items on its program 
through. 

But rarely does the party in 
power increase its edge in an off- 
year election. The last time it 
happened was in 1934, when the 
New Deal was battling depres- 
sion. Democrats picked off nine 
more House seats then and 
boosted their strength from 313 
to 322. They boosted their Sen- 
ate seats from 59 to 69. 


This year party strength in 
Congress is divided so evenly 
that almost every race will be 
a key race—barring, of course, 
such spots as Mississippi, where 
the G.O.P. hasn't a prayer of 
electing a Congressman, or Ver- 
mont, where Democrats run only 
for the exercise.

A LITTLE over a year ago (Dec. 14, 
1952}, PARADE told you about a pro- 
gram at Harvard University to lure more 
and better young people into public 
school teaching. 
One of the girls taking this program 
was Diane Carleton. Now that she has 
and is on the job, PARADE 
asked her how she likes teaching. 
Here is her enthusiastic response. 
THE EDITORS. 


DARIEN, Conn. 
@ I've got a message for thousands of 
girls in our schools and colleges who are 
wondering what to do with their lives. 
It’s this—be a teacher! 
Oh, 1 know all the arguments against 


* teaching—hard work, low pay and ‘being 


buried in a job where the only men you 
meet are married teachers or the fathers of 
your charges. . 

I heard all these and more, too, when 
I was going to Mount Holyoke College. 
Few of my classmates even considered 
teaching. Some said I was crazy. 

But now that I’m actually on the job 
(I started teaching English and art at 
Darien High School fast fall), I’m glad I 
didn’t listen to them. I’ve found there’s 
another side to the picture. 


Lots of Reasons 


HY DO 1 like teaching so much? 
There are lots of reasons. 3 
In the first place, it’s vital. You 


can’t help feeling that you are doing some- 


thing worth-while. Next to parents, a 
teacher is often the most important person 


ina child's life. 


And just being a teacher right now gives 
you the feeling that you are helping solve 
a very critical national problem. 

The National Education Association 
estimates that we will need about 85,000 
grade school teachers each year just to 
keep up with normal demands. And in 
1953, there were only 35,000 qualified 
grade school teachers graduated from col- 


leges. By next year we'll be peneeng more 
high school teachers, too. 

But being an important statistic isn’t 
enough to kéep your spirits up from day 
to day in any job. Fortunately, teaching is 
interesting. 

You can't spend all day with groups of 
25 to 30 active, inquiring teenagers with- 
out having at least one surprise every hour. 
For instance, | was confidently leading a 
discussion one day on the merits of com- 
bining marriage and a career, when a boy 
in the back of the room asked: 

“Miss Carleton, when you get married 
are you going to keep on teaching?” 


Thrilling Surprises 


HAT WAS One answer I didn’t have. 
But not all surprises are embarrassing. 
One morning when I came into my 
Shakespeare class two boys shyly handed 
me beautifully-made scale models of the 
Globe Theater, where Shakespeare staged 
his plays. Some of the girls brought in 
dolls dressed in Elizabethan clothes. 

Surprises like that are thrilling. You 
know your students are learning. 

Best of all teaching’s just plain fun. 

Even the dullest chores, like correcting 
papers, have their rewards. There was the 
boy, for example, who began his auto- 
biographical sketch: “My special interests 
are airplanes, girls and inchworms .. .” 

Though life outside the classroom can 
be pretty drab for a young, unmarried 
teacher, it doesn’t have to be. 

I think, perhaps, too few teachers and 
too few communities try to do mys 
about this problem. 

But the Noroton Presbyterian Church 
in Darien started a social group for young 
adults. It has become an inter-denomina- 
tional, community-wide affair. Many 
teachers are taking an active part in it. 

We've had dinners and dances, gone 
sailing and skiing. At the last dance, there 
were more than 50 young people. I don’t 
call that being buried.

The obvious answer: some localities, chiefly rural, 
have been drained of adoptable children by Ameri- 
ca’s post-war adoption boom. 

But readers wanted to know: “Why, do some peo- 
ple succeed in adopting and some not. What are the 
factors that influence the adoption agencies?” 

To find out, PARADE asked a couple who adopted 
two children (both babies): “How did you do it? 
What were the factors in your case?” 

_ Here is their answer. On following pages, PARADE 
puts the same questions to their adoption agency. In 
conclusion, national adoption authorities tell what 
caused the baby shortage, and what can be done. 


HAVERTOWN, Pa. 
E FEEL that we were very lucky!”

this young couple succeeded where thousands fail. Here are the facts in their case 


Baltimore. I'm 36 and Vil is 34. I'm a professional 
photographer and Vil used to be a secretary. I suppose 
you could say we’re average Americans. 

“We were married in November, 1940, and like 
most young couples we didn’t worry about not having 
children right away. We moved to Washington and 
shared part of a house with some friends. Later, when 
I worked for the War Department and went overseas 
on assignments, Vil was alone. 

“After the war, in October, 1945, I got a better job 
as picture editor of a magazine in Philadelphia and 
Vil set up housekeeping in a one-bedroom apartment. 
“We began to think of raising a family. 

“We were shocked to learn that we couldn't, have 
children!” 

Both Larry and Vil had always planned on children. 
Baltimore Lutherans like big families, and Vil's older 
sister already had the first of five daughters. Larry’s 
two sisters were starting families. 

“Life seemed suddenly blank,” says Vil. “We had 
had our fling. Now life alone in an apartment seemed 
silly. We ached for children.” 

The Williamses hadn't considered adoption. 


A Minister Helped 


EN, ONE NIGHT Vil’s aunt said she had gone to 
} an Episcopalian church and heard a speaker talk 
about adoption. Larry phoned the Episcopalian 
minister—who told him to write the Philadelphia Bu- 
reau of the Children’s Aid Society of Pennsylvania. 
“I mailed the application on July Ist, 1948,” says 
Larry, “and we were invited down for a talk. We felt 
a little foolish. | was 30 and Vil was 28 and yet we

were talking about our inability to have children.” 

“Why do you want to adopt?” somebody asked. 

“ “Why? ’ we gasped. “We want a family! We always 
wanted a family. We want kids—to love, to hear them 
yell, to talk to, to feed, to walk, to wear out pants, 
shoes, dresses, to marry off. Why ask?” 

“They told us to have physical exams,” says Vil, 
“by our own doctor. Then they asked us more ques- 
tions than we ever heard in our life. They asked 
about income. (Larry said ‘I'm going to free lance. 
I'll make about $5,000 or $6,000 to start.’ ) They 
asked about savings, insurance, debts, taxes, and ex- 
penses, religion, friends, clubs, and recreation. Then 
they came and looked over our one bedroom apart- 
ment and suggested we move into a 2-bedroom apart- 
ment. Then we had to give references (two old friends 
—a minister's son and another photographer). 

“Finally, they told Larry to call back every three 
months. He scared me. He'd go to the Society's head- 
quarters every time he was down on Juniper Street, or 
leave a message with the switchboard girl. I was afraid 
they'd get mad!” 

After a year of waiting, they were asked questions: 
@ Would a child with a scar on his arm bother them? 
(Larry said,“Alt kids get scars, sooner or later.”) 

@ What if children wet beds, steal, or shout? (Larry 
said,“Let me take care of that. That’s for fathers.” ) 

@ Do you have any hospitalization insurance? 
(Answer: “Yes.”) 

In early spring, they knew the reason for some of 
the questions. They met Jay. He had a scar on his arm 
(from an injection that had become infected). .He 
also yelped and was 10 months old. 

“Why did you keep us waiting?” Vil asked. “We 


wanted to be sure about you,” said the Society, “and 
Jay was ill. He may need an eye operation.” 

They took Jay home to the new 2-bedroom apart- 
ment in March 1950 and started looking for a house. 
They found one, about the time Jay finished his trial 
six months. The following March, they got final adop- 
tion papers. 

“Adopting Wendy was easier,” says Larry. “There 
had to be another physical examination, but the social 
workers had been out so many times that they knew 
as much about us as we did ourselves. Maybe more. 
We moved Jay into a larger bedroom and redecorated 
his old room and got another crib. When Jay was over 
two, in September 1951, we asked for another child. 
Vil said, ‘A girl would be nice, if you can get one. 
Jay can look after his young sister.” 


‘Let Us Worry’ 


TRADED in the Mercury for a Ford and | 
took out more insurance and screened in the 
back porch.” 

“We had waited 20 months for Jay,” says Vil, “and 
somehow we didn’t think it would be as long the next 
time, but it was. Larry started phoning the Society 
again, and dropping in. But by last spring we were con- 
vinced that the Society saw us as a one-child family. 
Larry even stopped bothering them. 

“Then, in May, after he hadn't bothered them in a 
month, we got a call. We went in and saw Wendy. 
She was four months old.” 

-Larry and Vil took Jay to meet Wendy last May. 
They came out Larry, Vil, Jay and Wendy—a fine 
Lutheran family, even by Baltimore standards.

THE AGENCY SAYS: “There’s more to an adoption than luck!” 


HY Dip Larry and Vil Williams 

get two children to adopt while 

others — just as eager — have 
failed to get even one? 

“There was no single reason,” says the 
Children's Aid Society of Pennsylvania. 

Was it, as Larry says, just good luck? 

“Partly,” says Walter P. Townsend, the 
Society's general secretary. “But adoption 
is a lot more than just luck. 

“Primarily, it is the duty of an adoption 
agency to find the best homes for the chil- 
dren under its care. It is not, as many 
people think, to make childless couples 
happy, though successful adoption usually 
has that effect. 


Right Kind of Parents 
66 OU COULD call it pure chance that 


children like Jay and Wendy came “ 


under our care while the Willtamses 
were waiting, and that the Williamses were 
the kind of new parents they needed. It 


wasn't by chance that they got them.” 


What were some of the factors? 

GETTING ON FILE: “We don’t necessar- 
ily place children in the order in which 
applications are approved,” says Town- 
send, whose society has been caring for 
children since 1882, “but we try not to 
keep people waiting too long. 

“Since "World War II, both the num- 
bers of applications and the numbers of 


adoptions have more than quadrupled, but 
the applications far outnumber the chil- 
dren we have for adoption.” 

If the Williamses hadn't applied as long 
ago as 1948, they probably wouldn’t have 
had Jay in 1950. Here are the figures: 

In the year ending May, 1948, there 
were 450 applications and 55 placements. 

In 1949, there were 490 new applica- 
tions and only 62 placements. 

in 1950, there were 609 new applica- 
tions and 61 placements (including Jay). 

It takes three years or more to meet the 
demand of a single year. The 718 new 
applicants on file May 1953 will have to 
wait until about 1956 or °57. Wendy was 


one of only 93 children placed in 1953. ° 


But once again, the Williamses had beer 
far-sighted. Their app/‘cation had been 
on file for 20 months. 

COOPERATION: “Since we are primari- 
ly interested in finding the right family for 
the right child; we have to ask people a 
lot of questions, some very personal. It’s 
part of our obligation. 


Personal Questions 


Y INCLUDE questions about age, 
: ‘income, physical capacity for hav- 
ing children of your own, and living 


conditions. Many people resent the ques- 
tions, or never come back. 
“The Williamses were not only eager to 


* 


help us, they took our recommendations 
(for getting a larger apartment) to the 
letter,” Townsend says. 

AGE: “The ideal ages for adopting in- 
fants is from 25 to 40, after 3 years of 
marriage. The Williamses’ ages—Larry was 
30 and Vil was 28 when they applied in 
1948—were very much in their favor. 

RELIGION: “Fortunately, the Williamses 
are Protestants. Courts frown on mixing 
religions and virtually. all our children are 
Protestant. If the Williamses had been 
Catholic or Jewish we would have had to 
refer them to adoption agencies of those 
religions. 


Must Be Healthy 


EALTH: “Except for inability to have 
H children of their own (which 
counted in their favor) the Wil- 
liamses passed all their health tests. It’s 
important. We want to know if adoptive 
parents can continue to support children. 
INCOME: “We dog't look for wealthy 
couples. In fact, we’ve found that some of 
the happiest homes have low incomes. 
However, we want to be assured that the 
expense of children won’t create a hard- 
ship, or force the mother to work. 

“We knew that Jay would need an eye 
operation in time, and we carefully ques- 
tioned Larry. He made over $6,000 a year 
—enough to cover the expense.” 


PEN MIND: “Applicants often limit their 
chances themselves,” says Dr. Eliza- 
beth Lawder, director of the Bureau's 

placement service. “Many place outlandish 

specifications on the choice of a child for 
them. 

“We once had a very charming woman 
come in and say, ‘I'd like a boy, fairly young, 
who can grow up to be a doctor!” 

“Many people demand new-born infants, 
in spite of the fact that we have to keep them 
a minimum of four (it used to be six) months 
for physical and psychological tests. 


Reasonable Demands 


66 HE WILLIAMSES realistically said they 
fer a child — boy or girl — young 
enough to raise as their own. Jay filled 

the bill. Later, when Jay was past two and 


they were eligible for a second child, we sug- 


gested Wendy. 

MOTIVES: “Over half the applications we 
receive (400 out of the 718 in 1953) are 
marked ‘approved’ after investigation. 

“The rest, for various reasons, are filed for 
further study. Numbered among them are 
these: 

@ Couples who don’t agree on adopting. 

@ Couples who think a child might save a 
shaky marriage. (Suppose it doesn’t?) 

@ Couples who want to fill the void left by a 
lost child. (No adopted child could.) 

@ Over-emotional wives or self-righteous 
couples. (They might drive a child away. ) 

“The Williamses wanted children for nor- 
maj reasons. They have a natural capacity to 
love children and something even more rare, 
the capacity to accept a child’s love. It’s a 
responsibility you shouldn't take lightly. 

THE CHILD: “Not all the factors concerned 
the Williamses. Children can’t be adopted 
until they are legally’ free. Jay and Wendy 


_ were, but we have 352 children of various 


ages in licensed foster homes — because in 
many cases natural parents won't release 
them, or can’t be found. Others are under spe- 
cial medical or psychiatric observation, and 
won't be offered for adoption until cured.” 

WHY GIVE THEM TWO? “We often get that 
question,” says Townsend. “Our reasons 
are the same for giving one. Some children, 
tests show, would be better off as the sole 
child. Others belong in a larger family. 


Wendy was that Kind of girl. The Williamses 
’ had what she needed.” 7 


.. . OTHERS MAY HAVE TO WAIT: 
What about childless couples, all over the 


| United States, who have not been as “lucky” 
1 as the Williamses were? 


A national estimate, based on the Society's 
records, would number those applying 
through agencies alone, at about 300,000. 
Only about 40,000 succeed in adopting. 

What are the reasons? 

Mainly, believes the Child Welfare League 
of America, which coordinates professional 
information, because adoption has fast out- 
grown its facilities. 

Except by relatives—now accountable for 
only half the adoptions in America—adoption 
is fairly new in our national experience. 

Partly because of wartime illegitimacy 
(about 55% of babies offered for adoption 


are the children of unwed mothers, 2 in 5 of 
them teenagers), partly because more babies 
survive infantile disease, and partly because 
agencies have tried harder to free babies for 
adoption, the supply of adoptable babies has 
boomed since 1946. Between 1938 and 1953, 
children born out of wedlock increased from 
87,900 to an estimated 130,000 per year. 

The demand, partly because earlier adop- 
tions have turned out happily, partly because 
good times made it easier for childless couples 
to adopt, has outstripped the supply. Adop- 
tions themselves have increased over 60% 
since 1944. They encourage more adoptions. 

In thé rush for babies, agencies all over the 
country have been able to place children 
difficult to place before — handicapped and 
older children above the age of five (see 
PARADE, November 1|, 1953). Desperate 
couples have resorted to the dangerous prac- 
tice of adopting babies on the black market, 
Or importing them from Canada for sums of 
$3,000 upwards. (Many, after showing de- 
fects undetectable in infancy, end up as pub- 
lic charges in hospitals. ) 

Experts believe there may be a better 
source, right at home, if antiquated state laws 
and facilities can be streamlined. 

The Child Welfare League, using private 
grants, has started a careful study of adop- 
tion by specialists in law, sociology, science, 
religion and medicine. ° 

A preliminary study made in California 
has revealed that 12% to 18% of youngsters

now in institutions and boarding homes could 
be released for adoption if enough work were 
done to clear up legal and social entangie- 
ments. Marshall Field, the League's presi- 
dent, believes that perhaps as many as 60,000 
to 80,000 such children could be available. 
Even in today’s adoption boom, many 
counties have inadequate child welfare serv- 
ices. Some states demand up to $1,000 bond 
or more for each baby adopted out-of-state, 
and only 25 states furnish Washington with 


. any data on their adoption facilities. 


The Williamses, in Philadelphia, were 
luckier than they think.

AVE YOU ever wondered why a doctor 

usually looks at your hands when 
he examines you? 

He does it for one simple reason: 
your hands can sometimes reveal whether 
you're healthy or sick. 

In some cases, the patient's hands can serve 
to tip-off anything from heart disease to mal- 
nutrition. 

Recently, Dr. J. J. Silverman and Lieut. 
(jg) Donald S. Littman reported* on just 
how important hands are in diagnosing sick- 
ness. They pointed out: 

» Sweating, bluish, spidery, poorly-formed 
and cold hands are especially important to 
the doctor. 

In a certain kind of heart disease, the 


patient’s hands have a bluish appearance. In 
addition, his fingers may become malformed. 
Doctors call this “clubbing.” For somé un- 
known reason, the index finger and the thumb 
are the first to become clubbed in this par- 
ticular illness. 

Leng, spidery, deformed fingers sometimes 


- indicate other kinds of heart disease. There 


is some evidence that spidery fingers also 
indicate that the patient is anemic. 

Small, raised red spots on the pads of the 
fingers can be a symptom of another kind of 
heart disease. It’s a real jaw breaker, “suba- 
cute bacterial endocarditis.” 

Sometimes those discolored, tender spots, 
about the size of a pea, can provide the 
entire basis for the diagnosis of this disease. 

A complication of this disease, involving

heart valves is sometimes indicated by cold- 
ness, and even gangrene, of the fingers. 

The color of a patient’s palms is sometimes 
important. Normally, the palms are pink. But 
in some anemia and heart cases, the palms 
may turn waxy and pale. 

Sometimes an overactive thyroid gland can 
be discovered by “hand-evidence.” A trem- 
bling, warm, moist hand can mean thyroid 
overactivity. 

Underactive thyroid—also a troublesome 
illness—is sometimes typified by hands that 
are dry, rough and cold. 

Redness of hands can be an indicator of 
gout. In addition, redness and other “hand 
symptoms” can accompany liver disorders, 
arthritis and other illnesses. 
>» Hands are very important in diet deficiency 
ailments. For instance: in advanced pellagra, 
the skin of the hands is often thin and may be 
infected. 

In scurvy, there may be bleeding of the 
hands. 

In many bad cases of malnutrition, finger 
nails are typically dull, dry, brittle and pitted. 
(In rheumatic fever, the nails may be 
pocked. ) 


Hands Tell More 


DDISON’S DISEASE (a gland disorder) is 
often accompanied by certain discolor- 
ations of the hands. At times, there 

will be a great deal of pigment around the 
knuckles, but none in the palms except down 
the creases. Added to that may be yellowish- 
appearing nails. 

Sweating hands are just about in a class 
by themselves when it comes to one illness. 
It’s a circulatory disorder. Of course, normal 


persons experience re when 
they're tense. 

But people who have this circulatory sick- 
ness, experience hand-sweating more often 
and for longer periods of time. 

The combination of excessive hand-sweat- 
ing, plus a tremor of the fingers when they 
are outstretched is often a sign of illness. This 
combination of symptoms is rarely seen in 
perfectly well people. 

The doctors add: hands are well-suited to 
the study of important features of blood 
circulation. 

The color and temperature of the skin of 
the hands may provide more information “of 
impending shock” than even the pulse or 
blood pressure. 


Only a Doctor Knows 


WARM, pale hand which changes sud- 
denly during an illness to a cold, bluish 
hand can spell serious trouble. . 


The doctor can tell even more by, Igoking 
at the patient’s hands. Say Drs. SHverman 
and Littman: “The flabby, cold, wet hand of 
the neurotic is unmistakable.” And fidgety 
hands with nails bitten off may also tell the 
doctor that the —- is emotionally-dis- 
turbed. 

One fact must be kept in mind. 

Hands, their appearance and texture can 

indicate illness, both mild and serious. How- 
ever, it takes a trained eye to interpret “hand 
symptoms.” 
}» There are frequent variations in the ap- 
pearance of people's hands. But only a doctor 
can tell if these Variations are important—and 
if they indicate illness. Don’t look at your 
hands and try to diagnose yourself.

It’s not just a dream, says an Air Force expert 


By HARRY LEVINE 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. 
NE OF THESE DAYS a flier may 
sweep from California to New 
York without hearing the hum 
of an engine — because there 
won't be any. 

The prediction is made by Dr. 
Joachim Kuettner, an Air Force geo- 
physicist at the Air Force Research 
Center, and it’s not science fiction. 

Dr. Kuettner calls the motorless 
‘flight a “distinct” possibility. In fact, 
he'd like to try it himself. 

His idea is to ride a fierce, 200-mile- 
an-hour tailwind known as the jet- 
stream. 

Since he already has taken:a 400- 
mile ride on the jet stream, he feels that 
a coast-to-coast flight is not just an idle 
theory. _. 

“Such a flight,” he says, “would do 
more than stir the imagination. It could 
yield some extremely important scien- 
tific data.” 

Dr. Kuettner’s “magic carpet” for 
the 3,000-mile trip would be the air 


enthusiast’s old friend—the glider. 

The jet stream itself is a recently- 
discovered band of winds circling the - 
globe about seven miles high. 

It was discovered during World War 
Il, when a group of B-29s attacking 
Japan flew into it head-on. Around 
Japan, the jet stream occasionally 
reaches 300 miles an hour or more, and 
our pilots had a strange sensation: 

» They felt themselves standing still. 

Scientists at the University of Chi- 
cago acknowledged this discovery a few 
years later. 


The Unknown 


opayY, little is known about the jet 
stream, although planes sometimes 
make use of it. 

Recently, two RB-36 bombers flew 
the jet stream non-stop from Japan to 
Limestone, Me., in 28 hours. , 

But because it’s the unknown, the jet 

stream also is a threat to planes.

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HE JET STREAM's turbulence can 
shake airplane passengers around like 
ice cubes in a cocktail shaker. 

Dr. Kuettner, a shy, wiry redhead, 
has mapped out this procedure for a trans- 
continental flight: 

The giftier will be towed by a plane to a 
height of about 12,000 feet in the Sierra 
Nevadas, near Bishop, Calif. 

“Strong updrafts from mountain air waves 
will act as an elevator and take it up to 
between 30,000 and 40,000 feet,” Dr. Kuett- 
ner says. 

“At this height, the glider will encounter 
the jet stream. 

“From other flights and from cloud for- 
mations, we believe there is enough updraft 
in the jet stream to keep the glider aloft. 

“In addition, air waves from the Rocky 
Mountains would serve as a ‘safety device.’ 
They penetrate the jet stream and give lift 
where the jet stream fails.” 

Following just such a procedure two years 
ago while on a mountain airwave study, Dr. 
Kuettner hitched a ride on the jet stream. 
> He caught the stream about 2 p.m. and 
headed for Boulder City, Nev. 

He reached Boulder City sooner than he 
expected, so he kept right on soaring. In 
quick succession, his glider passed over the 
Colorado River, and Kingman, Ariz. 

Finally, at Williams, Ariz., he set the sail- 
plane down—nearly 400 miles and a few 
minutes less than four hours after he started. 


it Wasn’t a Record 


R. KUETTNER’S flight was no record for 
a glider. Dick Johnson of the South- 
ern California Soaring Association has 
traveled 541 miles by glider. 
But Dr. Kuettner’s flight was the first on 
the jet stream. Most gliders use milder cur- 
rents about 10,000 feet up. 
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DOTTED LINE shows the jet stream. Gliders would 
use mountain updrafts (black arrows) to reach the 


stream's altitude, and soar from coast to coast. 


You'd zigzag across 
the country, 7 miles up 


Some time before his flight in 1952, Dr. 
Kuettner told a scientists’ group: 

“If the right equipment is available, and 
the problems of navigation can be mastered, 
motoriess flights of more than 1,000 miles 
appear possible.” 


He’s even more confident now. A flight | 


halfway across the nation, he predicts, will 
be a reality within a few years. : 

As for a coast-to-coast flight, a few wrin- 
kles must be ironed out. 

To keep the glider aloft for 3,000 miles, 
the flier would need to take maximum ad- 
vantage of the jet stream’s height and the 
mountain updrafts. 

That might mean climbing to 50,000 feet, 
so a glider with a pressurized cabin would 
be necessary. 

It also would have to hold two men, in- 
stead of one, as most gliders do now. One man 


- would pilot while the other navigated and 


collected data. 

The glider would have to cross the Rockies 
by nightfall. Then the most difficult part of 
the flight would lie ahead. 


One Way Flight 


GLIDER would be in constant radio 

| contact with the ground, to learn the 

position of the jet stream and its updrafts. 

The pilot might have to indulge in some 

tricky maneuvering to take advantage of the 

jet stream, since only the stream’s updrafts 
would keep the ship aloft over the plains. 

Gliders proved they could do the job in the 
mountain wave study Dr. Kuettner directed 
for the Air Force. 

Today’s gliders, of course, are stream- 
lined, precise instruments. 

Those used in the California tests had a 
glide angle of 40 to 1—meaning that for every 
mile they go down, they can glide 40 miles 
straight ahead. ! 

(Such a flight could only be made from 
California to the East Coast, since that’s the 
only direction the jet stream goes.) 

What would a successful coast-to-coast 
glider flight prove? 

A glider flight on the jet stream would 
give fliers detailed data on stormy spots, ver- 
tical motion and wind variation, Such infor- 
mation would be valuable to civilian and 
military fliers. 

“A glider would be better qualified to re- 
cord this information than a plane, which 
would fly through a current before it could 
be measured,” Dr. Kuettner-says. 

“Within a few years, a glider flight more 
than halfway across the country should be a 
reality,” Dr. Kuettner says. | 

“A motoriess coast-to-coast flight is a pos- 
‘sibility.” na
